stem m ing, 
in part, from their physical un­ 
attractiveness. The clinic called 
in Mrs. M ary Tomlinson, a resi­ 
dent of Bucks County who had 
dem onstrated previously at t h e 
Philadelphia State Hospital how 
charm courses could drastically 
change the personality 
of 
such 
persons. 


Given Instructions 


Mrs. Tomlinson m et w ith five 
girls once a week for four weeks, 
instructing them 
in 
weight-con- 


trol, posture, voice, make-up ap­ 
plication, proper role of clothing, 
hair-dos, and poise. 


Throughout 
the 
sessions, 
the 
girls began developing confidence 
and a m ore positive attitude to­ 
w ards the ordinary problem s of 
everyday living. 


"The resulting changes in the 
girls' attitudes have been m o s t 
gratifying and helpful," Dr. Wil­ 
liam R. King, psychiatrist at the 
Penndel Clinic, said.

On a motion by Mrs, Angela 
Blatt, the board directed Martin 
to draw up new room schedules 
for Woodrow Wilson High School, 
listing both the “absolute needs” 
and 
the 
"qualified 
desirable 
needs." 
Increase Anticipated 
Wilson, with 1,400 students, KIO 
of which go to the Bucks County 
Technical School, is slated to be­ 
come 
Bristol 
Township’s 
only 
high school next September. With 
grades ll and 12. Wilson’s enroll­ 
ment is expected to jump to 2,OOO 
next year. 
Delhaas High School would have 
only students of ninth and 10th 
grades next year. 
Martin has submitted proposals 
to the school board, calling for 
additions to Wilson costing ap­ 
proximately $1,345,000. Added to 
this, the board has approved ad­ 
ding 12 rooms to Clara Barton 
Elementary School (costing about 
$345,(HK)) and eight rooms to La­ 
fayette Elementary School (cost­ 
ing $203,000). All told, the pro­ 
posed expansion program would 
come to about $2,000,0(H). 
Taken On Tour 
Eight of the nine board mem­ 
bers, along with members of the 
township school authority, were 
taken on an inspection tour of 
Wilson by the school principal, 
Frank Furgele, 
The administration has asked 
for 21 additional classrooms and 
expansion of the gymnasium, lock­ 
er rooms, library and cafeteria 
to handle next year’s incresed 
enrollment. The school has 40 
classrooms. 
Furgele told the board “ we’re 
jammed here at Wilson. We’re 
using all available space." He 
pointed out the library, auditor­ 
ium and cafeteria are all being 
used at times for classes. 
Furgele Talks 
At one point of the meeting, 
Furgele told the s c h o o l board 
“I’m not sure you want one high 
school." He said conversation at 
last night's meeting led him to 
think the board hasn’t yet made 
up its mind on next year's high 
school status. 
The board voted, 6-1, to have 
Martin 
re-submit 
room 
sched­ 
ules for Wilson. Director Charles 
J. McGrath dissented while John 
R. Stieber had left the meeting 
by 11:10 p.m. when the vote was 
taken. The ninth member, George 
VV. Fischer, was absent. 
Director John F. Hess recom­ 
mended a two-story addition be 
put on Wilson. Architect Joseph 
Carchidi told the board such an 
addition wouldn’t hurt the appear­ 
ance of the school which was built 
in 1959 at a cost of approximate­ 
ly $3,300,000. 
The main stumbling block in the 
board’s inability to approve build­ 
ing additions last night stemmed 
from the Department of Public 
Instruction’s definition of teaching 
stations. Board President R. Phil- 
omen Stout, when asked what con­ 
stitutes a teaching station, re­ 
plied: “That's what we're trying 
to find out."

Hedden's report today recom ­ 
mended the Bucks County port at 
the sam e spot recom m ended to 
the Bucks County Port Facility 
Com m ittee several m onths ago — 
on the D elaw are R iver where the 
Tullytown and Falls Township line 
runs into 
the w ater. 


Most of 
the port, its adjacent 
term inal and w arehousing area 
would be in Tullytown Borough. 
According to H edden’s recom ­ 
m endation it would provide tor a 
w harf to berth 
a 40-foot draft 
vessel with pilings into the river 
so that a ship 700 feet in length 
could be accom m odated.

In addition, pipe lines could un­ 
load flowable cargo such as fuel 
oil from tankers. A pipeline al­ 
ready is in existence near the 
proposed site, used by the M edi­ 
an Oil Co. 


Most of the 60 acres on which 
the Bucks port would be built 
is owned by the W arner Co. Hed- 
den said in his report that he has 
consulted with the W arner firm 
and it is solidly in support of the 
port plan. 
Owners of the property at that 
tim e would be asked to contrib­ 
ute $25,000 a y ear to the upkeep 
of the port and the cost of financ­ 
ing it. In turn, they would get 
the money bade by renting out 
w arehousing space and industrial 
sites.

The $5,000,000 a year would be 
derived through $660,000 in lower 
transportation costs for industries 
in the three-facility area, $600,000 
in 
increased 
local 
com m unis 
taxes and $3,800,000 
in payroil 
for the workers at the port. Hed­ 
den ’s report did not break down 
this $5,000,000 figure to s h o w 
which com m unity would receive 
how much. 


However, 50 per cent of the 
revenue from the port would go 
to Trenton, w'hich in turn would 
have to finance a $2,000,000 im ­ 
provem ent of its present facility. 
The Trenton port currently can 
w harf only vessels with a 25-foot 
draft. Additional w arehouses and 
access roads would have to be 
built and deeper and new pilings 
driven into the riv er to accom ­ 
m odate 40-foot-draft ships. 


The D elaw are at present is be­ 
ing dredged to a depth of 40 feet 
all the way up to Trenton, and 
a ship turn-around in the vicinity 
of M orrisville, w ith m ost of the 
dredging already finished. 
The 
Burlington 
County 
port 
would be constructed in Burling­ 
ton 
Township 
w here 
Bustleton 
C reek runs into the river, using 
acreage between R iver Road and 
the D elaw are which is currently 
owned by the Colorado Iron and 
Fuel Co. It would have w harfs 
and pipelines identical with those 
recom m ended for Bucks County. 
Access roads would have to be 
built there, as w ell as in Lower 
Bucks, Hedden said. 
Estim ate On Tonnage 
Hedden based his estim ate of 
tonnage to be handled by 
the 
three ports solely upon the ex­ 
pected expansion of the area in 
Bucks County and adjacent to the 
two New Jersey cities, and upon 
the cargo that would be needed 
for 
construction 
of 
industries, 
homes, roads and other facilities. 
A pparently 
if 
inland shippers 
diverted their 
cargoes 
to 
this 
port, the annual revenues would 
be increased. 
The port would operate at an 
annual 
deficit 
no 
bigger 
than 
$150,000 for the first five years, 
he said. After th at it would have 
an annual revenue 
of 
$520,000 
and expenses of $519,000 until the 
30-year 
capital 
outlay 
was 
re ­ 
tired. At that tim e an addition­ 
al 
$337,000 
debt 
service 
cost 
would be added to the revenue. 
H edden’s report w as the sixth 
study to be m ade on the possi­ 
bility of an upriver port along 
the D elaw are. It was m ade for 
the commission at a cost of $15,- 
000. 
Two 
previous 
reports 
w e r e 
m ade for the City of Trenton, 
one by the Arm y Engineers, one 
for 
the 
Lower 
Bucks 
County 
C ham ber of C om m erce two years 
ago and one for the Bucks Coun­ 
ty Comm ittee last year. 
All six recom m ended 
such 
a 
port with the last two settling on 
the Tullytown - Falls Township 
site for the Bucks porion.
